Claims 38-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 38, lines 9-10; and claim 42, line 9, there is 
no antecedent for the "first and second cable sections". 

In claims 40 and 43, since a bowstring cable, and 
return cable are attached to the cam, it is not clear if 
these claims are directed to the cam alone, or a combination 
of the cam and cables. 

In claims 38, 40, 42, & 43, it is not clear what 
structure (s) on the cam, bowstring cable, and/or return 
cable are provided in order to achieve a "compound effect". 

Claim 38, line 6; and claim 40, line 3, appear to 
include a punctuation error. 

Claims 35-37 are allowed.
